Curing pork for home consump­ 
tion is so simple the layman may 
practice it with assurance pf success, 
says Roy W. Snyder, originally meat 
specialist of the Texas A. and M. 
College Extension Service. 
The recipe is very simple— a mix 
lure of salt, sugar and saltpeter in 
the ratio of 8 pounds of salt, J 
pounds of sugar, and three ounces ol 
salt peter. This quantity would pro- 
!de for IOO pounds of meat. A ntid­ 
o ting inquiries regarding the pos­ 
sible 
superiority 
of 
brown 
sugar, 
Snyder 
says 
he 
used 
commercial 
white granulated and “just a little 
more than one half of the mixture in 
the first rubbing of the meat. 
A 
week later he rubbed the hams, ba­ 
con, and shoulders a second time. 
The carcass was thoroughly chilled 
in cold storage before cutting for 
treatment. 
The small, thin pieces, 
such as the loins which had been 
boned, the top end of the shoulders. 
or boston butts, and jowls, were not 
treated again as they had received 
enough salt in the first rubbing to 
cure them sufficiently. 
Snyder says the thin pieces like 
the loins should he cured within ten 
days 
and 
the bacon in about two 
weeks, 
allowing one and 
one-half 
days 
to the pound per piece. I lie 
hams ami shoulders to keep through 
hot 
weather 
without 
refrigeration 
should be in cure three days for each 
pound, or, specifically* ft l5*j)Ound 
ham should cure 45 days. 
To make ham or bacon milder in 
salt flavor, Snyder says soaking thin 
nieces one hour and thicker p ie c e s 
like hams three hours in 
cold 
well 
water is helpful. 
After soaking, the 
pieces should be hung to dry, prefer­ 
ably 
over night and then smoked for 
color and t a s t e . Usually fires built 
on two consecutive days, “and not 
too much fire,’’ will make the mea* 
a bright lustrous brown. Hams and 
shoulders can always stand a little 
more smoke than bacon and loins. 
Snyder cautions that if the weath­ 
er this winter gets quite warm before 
the salt has penetrated to the center 
; of the meat it may be necessary to 
put it in cold storage.

So it is with farming 


A few weeks ago there took 
place a discussion with the owner 
of a small business about the fact 
that he was finding it impossible 
to compete with the market, and 
that he should do something about 
it before his business dried up 
completely and had to be given 
up to his creditors. 
He himsel 
felt that nothing could be done 
more than he was already doing 
But 
investigation 
showed 
that. 
much could be done. 
Strangely 
enough, the real thing he needed 
to do was to learn some facts 
about his own business, and to get 
equipped to pi au m * mote cneapiy. 
But the fly in the ointm ent was 
that he had no real yardstick to 
measure his costs 
He had a sort 
of cost system, but it was inade­ 
quate 
It really told him nothing 
How m any farm ers find th em ­ 
selves in the same boat, really 
guessing, year after year, about 
lo hat and where the costs are, and 
trusting to luck that enough will 
come in to make both ends meet? 
It has always been a kind of 
mystery why so many farmers, 
sensible as they are, do not set 
up accurate records of their op ­ 
erations. 
It is easy to do. 
Al­ 
most any agricultural college or 
state university, even the U. S 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. wiP 
be found eager to assist in any 
way possible to help their fain* 
friends get a clear picture of the 
costs of production through sim • 
pie bookkeeping methods. 
Keeping 
books 
and 
studying 
costs with an eagle eye is like 
target practice: once you 
start 
you have a burning desire to do 
a little better each time. 
You 
study guns and ammunition. You 
begin to watch the good shots. 
study their stance, and how they 
hold their rifle. 
Soon you get re­ 
sults, too, and what is more im­ 
portant. you know exactly w hy 
you got them. 
The point is that cutting costs 
on the farm is in itself intensely 
interesting. 
But the real thrill of 
that kind of m anagem ent comes 
w hen you count the profits that 
rem ain w hen you have cut out the 
waste items and attained real ef­ 
ficiency in performing necessary 
Op 'rations 
The word for tho cycle of costs 
and prices that seems definitely 
ahead is inflation 
When the skip- 
pei of a sh iJ. sees a storm ahead, 
he reefs his sails before it hits 
Hammering at costs is the fa rm ­ 
e r’s way of reefing his sails. 
It 
is the intelligent way to get ready.

Some reports already have been 
repeated in this column. Here are a 
few more: 
Most defense contracts have been 
placed with few er than a thousand 
manufacturers. The reason was that 
the government did not know where 
else to go. Neither government nor 
any other group had the facts and 
figures describing small plants here 
and there which alone are not big 
enough to handle a sizable defense 
order but which could do part of it.
